Lord Ronaldshay has produce? a couple 
of most entertaining volumes, which mark 
him out as a man of keen obserration and 
discriminating judgwont entircly removed 
from the ordinary plobe-trotting ‘scribblor 
of the present day. «. He came lo the Par 
East with the reputation of beingan earnest 
student of men and things, and what, he 
has recorded in his new book are ‘clearly 
the impressions which China ond Japan 
ave made upon a sympathetic but cautious 
temperament. He-nudo a trip right across 
Ghina from Shanghsi to Bhamo in the 
autamn and winter months of the year and 
onthe whole scems-to lave enjoyed his 
experiences thoroughly.: He went through 
the: © Yangtze gorges at . hnlf wator 
and was therefore able to come to. some 
conclusion regarding the possibili 
navigation, replacing the 
of tracking. Of course 
steamed up, so havo British and German 
gunboats, but Lord Ronaldshay does not 
see much. prospect.
